Gasoline leaking from a punc¬ 
tured gas tank on a car trig¬ 
gered an explosion that blew 
out a portion of the concrete 
block wall at the rear of the 
Willard Equipment Ltd. farm 
machinery repair shop at about 
»:S0 Tuesday evening of this 
week. The resulting fire totally 
destroyed the ear and scorched 
part of the interior of the big 
repair shop but business was 
being carried on almost as usual 
Wednesday morning. 

An employee of the company, 
Allan Love, was repairing his 
ear and had it on the hydraulic 
hoist. When he lowered the 
hoist a block rolled loose and 
when the car reached floor 
level the block punctured the 
gas tank, releasing a flood of 
gasoline on the floor. Although 
Alhin quickly turned off the 
power, the fumes rose rapidly 
and an explosion was set off 
when they reached the overhead 
space heater in the shop. Allan 
opened the big main door of 
the shop, receiving burns to his 
hands while doing so, and drove 
out a large tractor. By this 
time help had arrived and an¬ 
other car in the shop was also 
saved. Allan’s own car, a 1959 
Ford, was totally destroyed. 

The Vulcan fire department 
was quickly at the scene of the 
explosion and flames in the 
smoke-filled repair shop were 
soon extinguished. The parts 
department and offices were 
untouched. Town police, aided 
by the RCMP. blocked off the 
street until the fire trucks had 
finished their job. 

Insurance underwriters had 
not yet made an estimate of 
the damage as the Advocate 
went to press Wednesday 
morning. —.
